SUBJECT : Freedom of Information Act Request to National Credit 
Union Administration Concerning the Agency 


The following is a report of an unusual FOJA request to the National 
Credit Union Adninistration which concerns the Agency. 


In early May 1977, the Administrator of the National Credit Union 
Administration received a telephone call from Mr. Matthew Joseph Stover 
who portrayed himself as a dissatisfied Northwest Federal Credit Union 
member and requested certain information, The Administrator grew suspi- 
cious because of the elementary and routine nature of the questions and 
asked Mr. Stover just who he was and what he wanted. Mr. Stover replied 
that he was a reporter for Penthouse Magazine. The Administrator said 
he would look into the problem and call him back. 


Mr. Stover later called a second office in NCUA (one dealing with 
public relations) and made an identical request. Again, his questions 
aroused suspicion, again he admitted to being a reporter for Penthouse 
Magazine, and again he was told he would be contacted. Jt was then 
Mr. Stover wrote his FOJA request (attached). 


Realizing the security implications of this request, NCUA contacted 
the Agency! j i ager who in turn 


contacte: OGC was asked to have a representative look 
into this request to determine a course of action. oN 
of OGC a to NCUA and discussed thé request, and i 


was decided a Freedom of Information Officer from the Agency should go 
to NCUA and review the information they held on Northwest Federal Credit 
Union. The undersigned was asked to assist in this review, and 
and I went to NCUA and reviewed the documents from the 

pency’sS point of view. After considerable discussion as to what fell 
under the Agency's domain and what was NCUA's responsibility, the 
determinations as to what should be released and what should be denied 
were begun. The best part of three days were spent at NCUA in processing 
this request. 
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
